Hamilton,  27th  July,  1844. 

The  Missionary  Presbytery  of  the  Canadas  met  and  was 
constituted  by  the  Rev.  George  Lawrence,  Moderator. 

The  Clerk  read  an  extract  from  the  Minutes  of  the 
United  Associate  Synod,  of  the  following  tenor,  "  That 
the  Canadian  Presbyteiy  be  instructed  to  arrange  themehea 
into  as  many  separate  Presbyteries  as  may  be  found  advan- 
tageousj  and  to  form  themselves,  at  the  same  time,  into  a 
Synod,  exercising  all  ecclesiastical  authority  over  their  own 
Church  competent  to  a  Supreme  Court ;  provided  always, 
that  they  continue  to  transmit  to  this  Synod  their  minutes, 
reports  of  labours,  and  other  communications,  as  heretofore. 

Resolved,— Thai  the  Rev.  G.  Murray  do  take  the  Chair, 
and  constitute  the  Synod,  which  having  been  done  it  wm 
agreed  that  the  designation  of  the  Synod  be— "  THE 
MISSIONARY  SYNOD  OF  CANADA,  IN  CON- 
NEXION WITH  THE  ASSOCIATE  SECESSION 
CHURCH  IN  SCOTLAND." 

Appointed— the  Rev.  W.  Proudfoot,  Clerk  of  Synod,  " 
and  the  Rev.  T.  Christie,  Treasurer. 

Resolved,— Thai  the  Synod   be    subdivided   into  the 
following  Presbyteries : — 

ZTirst-THE  Presbytery  of  London  :  consisting  of  the  I.  Presbyteiy 
Rev.  Messrs.  William  Proudfoot,  George  Murray,  and  «>f  1'0«»«'<«»- 
James  Skinner.  The  congregations  under  the  mspection  of 
said  Presbytery  are  London,  Blenheim,  Paris,  English 
Setdement,  and  Proof  Line,  together  with  the  following 
vacancies :— Chatham,  East  Tillbury,  Union  Road  and 
Talbot  St.  in  Southwold,  Goderich,  Stanley,  and  Tucker 
pmith.

Sederunt, 
was  constituted  by  the  Rev.  George  Murray,  Moderator.

The  Presbytery  of  Flamboro'  reported  that  they  had  Reverend  C. 
inducted  the  Rev.  Charles  Fletcher  into  the  pastoral  charge  Fletcher, 
of  the  congregation   of  Chippewa. — The   Presbytery  of 
Toronto  reported  that  they  had   ordained    Mr.    James  and  Mr. 
M'Fadyan  over  the   congregation  in  Rochester.     Their  McFadyan, 
names  were  therefore  added  to  the  Roll  of  Synod.     They  ^^^^^  ^  ^j^^ 
were  present.   The  Presbytery  of  Toronto  further  reported  n^n. 
that  they  had  inducted  the  Rev.  David  Coutts  into  the 
pastoral  charge  of  the  congregations  of  Chinguacousy  and 
Albion,  and  also,  that  the  Rev.  Wm.  Jenkins  had  departed  Rev.  William 
this  life  since  last  meeting  of  Synod.

Hamilton,  October  2,  1844. 

The  Missionary  Synod,  called  to  meet  specially,  was 
constituted  by  the  Rev.  R.  H.  Thornton,  iWocferafor. 

Sederunt; — ^Revds.Wm.  Proudfoot,James  Skinner,Thos. 
Christie,  James  Ray,  Alexander  Ritchie,  John  Porteous, 
Wm.  Barrie,  Charles  Fletcher,  John  Jennings,  and  James 
Dick, — ^together  with  James  Baxter,  from  Flamboro' ; 
Robert  Christie,  from  St.  George  ;  and  Wm.  Lawson,  from 
Hamilton — RuHng  Elders. 

Moderator  The  Moderator  read  part  of  a  letter  from  the  Rev.  Dr. 

assigns  reasons  McKerrow,  as  containing  his  reason  for  calling  this  special 
Seetin'!*  ***"  meeting  of  Synod ;  of  which  part,  the  following  is  a  copy : 

"  Bridge  of  Teith,  Manse,  June  11, 1844. 

"The  United  Associate  Synod  at  their  last  meeting, 
have  sanctioned  the  proposal  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign 
Missions,  concerning  the  change  in  the  mode  of  supporting 
the  Canadian  Mission.     From  the  first  of  May,  in  the  pre- 
sent year,  a  sum  shall  be  voted  annually  from  our  mission 
fund  to  your  Synod,  to  be  applied  by  you  in  supporting 
your  congregations,  in  assisting  your  ministers — and  in  car- 
rying on  your  missionary  operations,  according  as  yourselves 
shall  deem  most  advantafigous.     This  sum  is  to  be  in  lieu 
of  all  grants  to  individuaPbinisters,  or  congreg-ations  from 
the  mission  fund  as  heretofore ;  it  will  be  paid  to  you  in 
half  yearly  instalments,  and  your  Synod  must  send  to  our 
Committee  a  half  yearly  account  of  the  mode  in  which  it  is 
expended,  and  of  your  missionary  operations  as  a  Synod  in 
connexion  with  us.     The  Presbytery  of  Eastern  Canada 
are  to  be  included  in  the  benefit  of  this  annual  grant.  The 
sura  which  the  Committee  have  voted  to  you  for  the  cur- 
rent year,  commencing  at  the  beginning  of  May,  (which  is 
the  beginning  of  our  financial  year)  is  £400.     This  sum  to 
be  paid  in  two  half  yearly  sums  of  iB200  each.     Should  it 
so  happen  that  any  of  your  ministers  may  have  drawn  upon 
our  Treasurer,  for  any  sum  that  may  be  due  to  them,  for 
the  current  year,  this  sum  will  be  deducted  from  the  £400 ; 
and  in  your  distribution  of  such,  you  can  consider  these 
ministers  as  having  received  their  share  in  the  amount  they 
may  have  drawn.

Sederunt^  ut  suprUj  with  the  exception  of  James  Baxter. 

Read  the  minutes  of  last  sederunt. 

Agreed  that  the  preacher  who  shall  first  arrive  from  Scot- 
land, shall  be  one  month  in  Toronto  Presbytery,  then  six 
weeks  in  Flamboro'  Presbytery,  and  then  two  months  in 
Distribution  of  London  Presbytery ;  and  that  the  above  shall  be  the  routine 
Preaebera.  ^nd  time  of  labour  for  whatever  Preachers  may  arrive. — 
If  two  shall  arrive  at  the  same  time,  the  one  shall  begin 
in  Toronto  Presbytery,  and  the  other  in  Flamboro*  Pres- 
bytery. If  three  shall  arrive,  the  third  shall  commence  in 
London  Presbytery.

Resolved^  That  as  a  general  rule,  a  preacher's  salary 
shall  not  be  less  than  one  pound  five  shillings,  currency,  for 
every  Sabbath  day's  services ;  and,  that  if  the  vacancies 
shall  not  be  able  to  raise  the  whole  of  this  sum,  the  defi- 
ciency shall  be  made  up  out  of  the  Synod's  mission  fiind. 

Each  preacher  sh^l,  from  time  to  time,  deliver  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  mission  fund,  a  list  of  the  Saii49a^  on 
which  he  has  preached  within  any  Ffesbytery,  and  an 
account  of  the  sums  he  has  received  from  each  congrejpB- 
tion  ;  upon  his  doing  which,  the  Treasurer  is  authorised  to 
pay  what  balance  may  be^pcessary  to  make  up  his  salary 
to  the  authorised  amount."^  ^       ' 

A  copy  of  said  lists  shall  be  given  to  the  Treasurer  of  each 
Presbytery  by  every  preacher  upon  his  leaving  its  bounds. 

Agreed  that  the  minutes  of  Synod  from  the  beginning, 
be  printed  as  speedily  as  possible. 

Resolved,  That  a  descriptive  account  of  this  Synod,  in 
its  history,  doctrines  and  discipline,  be  drawn  up  and 
printed,  for  general  circulation.
